SHOULD THERE EE A SPECIAL 
SESSION? 



A t II time iiko the present, when the 
public mind is on tlio tiptoe of expecta- 
tion respecting railway matters, and 
when the cloctric current may at any 
moment flash iiitolliqencc of the selec- 
tion of a route and the intt-ntion of the 
Ottawa Government to begin railway 
work within the Province, a few words 
on the "situation" m'ay not bo amiss. 
We aro among those who repose con- 
fidence in the pledge of the Dominion 
Government to give out 125 miles ol 
railway within the Province during the 
"present season" and push construction 
"vigorously." At tho time thn pledge 
was given the state of the relations be- 
tween the Dominion and British Co- 
lumbia were at best critical. There 
■were 'serious political breakers ahead 
which threatened tho destruction of the 
Union. The first of May Lad bocn 
settled upon by the local Legislature as 
the date on which — failing the com- 
mencement of railway construction — 
the secession of tho Province was to 
occur. Canada had been duly warned 
rWy resolution and memorial, and tho 
country awaited with anxiety the de- 
cision of tho Ottawa Government, the 
local House being in session. On tho 
29th of April the intention of the Ot- 
tawaGovernmont wasconveyed through 
telegraphic dispatches from Sir 
John IM-VCDOXald and lion. Mr. 
AiKENH to tliis Oovernment. Their in- 
tention stated, in the most positive 
terms, to be the conunoncemont and 
vigorous prosecution of railway work 
during the present .season. About the 
samc.datR a telr-graiii was received from 
Mr. BlJ.v.STER, iM.P., by the Mayor of 
S'ictoria, stating that the Ottawa Oov- 
crnmont's railway policy would bo an- 
nounced in a few days and expre.s.sing 
the opinion that it would be satisfac- 
tory. On May tluJ 1st Mr. Busstkr 
again telogramed the Mayor to tho 
cQ'ect that SGOO.OOO had lieen voted 
for "oin' ond of the railway" and his 
Wnvsliin was iuforinod that in his ('Mr. 
Bunster's) opinion tho new railway 
policy of tho Dominion would lie satis- 
factory. On tho same day tho local 
Premier received a di-si-ritch from Ot- 
tawa which wiiH posted oa the bulletin- 
boards. It went further than Mr. 
BuxsTEu's telegram because it fixed tho 
month in which the railway was to be 
commenced in the following Mords: 

is agreed that 100 miles of railway 
iii Briiisk Cohnnhia will be placed under 
contract hySEVTEMBER i\EX'l\ and 
the Secretary oj State for tlw Culonies 
has been so ii formed." 

These reassuring telijgrams quite re- 
stored the public mind to its state of 
normal tranquility. The secession 
memorial fell to the ground ; but the 
House adjourned with a tacit under- 
standing that if the pledged faith of the 
Dominion was not kept a special session 
of the House would bo convened in the 
Autumn and resolutions i)roviding for 
the separation of the Province from thu 
Confederation would then be intro- 
duced. 

During the past few days wo have 
observed with some concern a move- 
ment, which is slowly making way, and 
may before long take definite shape, 
in favor of tho convening of a special 
session of the Legislature to take into 
consideration tho state of tho Pro- 
vihcial relations towards tho Federal 
Government. We are reminded that 
the "month of SopLeniber" is already 
half gono and that but six weeks of tho 
"season" remain to be improved; that 
unless some action be taken by the 
local House another year will have 
been sacrificed, and wo shall be no 
nearer the fulfilment of the pledges or 
the realization of the rcasouablo ex- 
pectations of the couutry than we were 
when we entered Confederation. Now, 
it is well known that Sir Jonx Mac- 
DONALD, Sir Charles Tupper and Sir 
LeonakdTilley havelately visited Lon- 
don and laid their railway policy 
before tho Imperial Government. 
Reports as to the result of tho mission 
are conflicting, but it is believed that 
even should an Imperial guarantee bo 
den-ed the scheme in itself being good, 
will be floated successfully with the 
aid of a syndicate. Be this as it may, 
the 125 miles of road to the commence- 
ment of which the Canadian Ministry 
stand pledged, cannot bo afiected b}' 
the failure or success of tho Govern- 
ment policy, When the construction 
of tho section was promised that policy 
had no existence in fact; and lias not 
Sir Leonard Tilley stated to a British 
Columbian in London, "Whether we 
succeed in securing the Imperial guar- 
antee or not we are pledged to com- 
mence 125 miles in British Colum- 
bia during thepresenl year?" Although 
the close of the "season " is drawing 
portentously near, we entertain confi- 
dence in tho bona fide intentions of the 
Dominion Oovorimient to fulfil their 
latest pledge, and wc can discern no 
valid reason why it should not be car- 
ried out. The sum required for its 
construction would not be .so great as 
to cripple tho financial resources of the 
Dominion, and, judged by tho success 
of tho recent loan in tho London mar- 
ket, the borrowing powers of the Do- 
minion have not anywhere near reach- 
ed their limit. Should the Govern- 
ment fail to begin construction "thiij 
season," tho failure could not bo attri- 
buted to a want of money. If there 
exists a will we are sure that there can 
be found a way to keep faith with 
British Colunibin. In any case tho 
largest possible latitude, compatible 
with the fulfilment of their pledge, 
should be accorded the Dominion, and 
we should regard the convening of the 
Legislature any time within the next 
six weeks as a grave blunder. Action 
of that nature if taken now would be 
premature and apt to precipitate a cri- 
Bis at a time when there ia reason to 
feelievb tbttt the railway as far as it 



conccn'us the interests of IJriti.'ih Col- 
umbia is cng.iging the attention of the 
statesmen at Ottawa. To convene a 
special session during the present 
month would, in our opinion, be a pro- 
ceeding fraught with danger to the 
commonwealth of no ordinary kind. 
Every opportunity should be given tho 
Ministry at Ottawa to mature their 
plans and prepare their scheme. That 
thoy have not done so at an earlier 
date is a subject of regret; but wo 
.should liko to see this country well as- 
.sured of tho intention of the Dominion 
(iovernment to evade its latest self- 
assunied responsibility before it makes 
preparations to discuss so important a 
measure as the withdrawal of the Pro- 
vince from tho Dominion.

There was an animated scene not on 
the bills at the Opera House in Den- 
ver, Colorado, a few weeks ago, which 
tho Hernld of Omaha, in Nebraska, 
thus describes: — "The play was one of 
Buffalo Bill's. There are several 'pic- 
tures,' as the inofession terms them — 
tableaux, the spectator calls them — 
during the play. One of these is the 
Mountain Meadow massacre, which is 
illuminated and intensified by all the 
glory and glare of blue and red fire. 
.Some one surreptitiously mingled a 
quantity of red pepper with the mater- 
ial for producing tinted flame, and the 
result was somewhat surprising, and 
created consternation among tho tem- 
porary corpses. The admixture, in- 
stead of burning with serene halo, 
went on a tear — sputtered, flashed, 
splashed, s])arkled, hissed, crackled, 
and flow in fiery, blistering showers 
over the bands and faces of the boys 
who held the pans, and over tho. e of 
the dead, whose vitality was restored 
in a miraculously natural manner. 
One of the murdered womeri, who lay 
prone upon her back with her head 
horribly gashed and a yawning, bleed- 
ing alit across her beautiful throat — 
dead as a door-nail — was splashed, and 
revived with startling suddenness. She 
howled, groaned, nnd flopned over, ex- 
claiming: 'Ch! Ow?My Gjd! My eyes 
are burned out! I'll die!' Other corpses 
writhed, rolled, flopjied, howled, and 
groaned. An immoderate amount of 
profanity bubbled from resurrected 
lips, and resurrected lungs jioured out 
vast volumes of hard, hoarse coughs as 
tho curtain cut tho sight from the 
auditorium. .Several of the stage 
people suffered many small blisters, but 
none were seriously burned. 

Tho latest answer to prayer comes 
from WestGalway in Saratoga county, 
N. Y., and the subject was a devout 
young lady a member of the Melliodisl 
Episcopal church in the village. Her 
name is Adcle Shattuck and for lour 
years she has been jiaralyzed in her 
limbs and vocal organs, so that she has 
been unable to speak or move herself.

Throe weeks ago, therefore, she sur- 
pri.sod her friends by leaving the room 
in wliicli she iiad been confined for 
four years, nnd walking down stairs. 
By signs and gestures she indicated 
the physical change that had taken 
place and the cause of it, nnd signified 
her desire that the clergy and church 
should unite in prayer at her father's 
house for the recovery of iier speech. 
This was done, and last week, while 
the compans' wore at prayer, itliss Shat- 
tuck joined them in singing and s]ieak- 
ing. Here is a case vouched for in 
wdiicli a double physical cure was ef- 
fected in answer to prayer. — N. Y. 
Herald.

0. No IJuilding within the said Fire 
Limits shall bo removed except to a jior- 
tioii of the saiiio lot on which it stands or 
tn a point outside the Fire Limits. 

0. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to bo, in 
the juilgmcnt of tho Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gcrc;'.'.Q n'jisanoe, or when any Woodoii 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Firo Wardens, . b'e 
damaged by lii c to tho extent of 6n'6-liiilf 
or more of its actual value, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon tho 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, and tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requiremonta thereof. 

7- Oiii' Story 7?i(<7(Zin'/.i— Foundations 
to bo iiotle33 than eighteen inches in thiek- 
ne.ss and not leas than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the case may 
be, brick walls to be not loss than twelve 
inches thick. Two iStory Buildings — 
Foundations to be not less than tvonty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may be. Brick Wcdh — Ground 
tloor to be not loss than aoventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less tlian twelve 
inches tliiclc. 

8. \i\y person or pci-Hons violating any 
of tlie provisions thin Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a niiadeineanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
loss than ton or more than ono hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing sucli violation shall bo deemed 
a now ollencc and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Fire Department and tho Firo Wardens 
are rerpiircd to sco that the provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced .and to make com- 
plaints in tho Police Court for vicl-ition 
thereof. 

10. This ]3ylaw may bo cited for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting' 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 187'J.
